To  Collectors — The  long  evenings  of  winter 
are  here  and  we  must  admit  that  one  of  the 
greatest  joys,  as  collectors,  is  to  sit  around  the 
table  or  at  the  desk,  and  get  our  collection  of 
coins.

There  is  a $50  California  gold  slug,  other  line 
gold  coins,  nice  old  large  cents,  several  of  179  3, 
line  old  silver  dollars  before  1800,  flying  eagle 
dollar,  about  a hundred  commemorative  half 
dollars,  and  some  nice  Colonial  coins.  The  for- 
eign gold,  silver,  and  copper  coins  in  this  sale 
are  unusually  good  and  you  will  find  some  beau- 
tiful new  issues  of  gold,  rare  ancient  coins, 
many  very  old  foreign  silver,  including  fine  old 
English  silver;  German  bracteates;  fine  foreign 
silver  of  dollar  size,  many  old;  fine  French  med- 
al collection  of  famous  persons;  many  kinds  of 
paper  money;  Indian  relics;  fractional  currency;
